In addition to works specially treating of the subject of 
Arms, Armour, and Weapons, the following list includes 
the titles of various books incidentally illustrating the 
subject ; a reference in sucb cases being usually given to 
the page or plates required. A copious selection has Also 
been made from the large collection of photographs in the 
Library, and references given to the numbered portfolios in 
which they are classed. 

Museums and Collections of Armour and Weapons, the 
contents of which range over many periods and represent 
the art of various countries, are classed not only under 
" Collections, Exhibitions, and Museums," but also nation- 
ally; as French, Spanish, &c, according to the countries 
where the collections exist ; for example, the Mus^e d'Artil- 
lerie, at Paris, is referred to under "French" as well as 
under " Collections ;" and so with the important armoury at 
Madrid, which will be found both under the primary divi- 
sion " Collections " and under " Spanish," although its con- 
tents are by no means exclusively national, but comprise 
Italian, Moorish, and other armour and weapons. 

Artillery, engines of war, and portable firearms are 
included in the present List. 

Horse-armour and trappings, saddles, &c. are also given. 
A brief section, entitled "Naval War Equipment," has 
been inserted, chiefly to introduce representations of early 
ordnance, &c. used on board ship. 

Details of ornament of arms and armour will be found 
classed in " List of Books on Ornament." 

Brasses, valuable for the delineation of mediaeval and 
renaissance armour, will be found by reference to the 
" List of Books on Heraldry." 

Sculptured monuments, also important authorities for 
armour, are classed in the " List of Books on Sculpture." 

Armour and arms are incidentally illustrated in various 
works on Costume, in addition to those quoted here : 
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the titles of such works will be found by reference to the 
" List of Books on Costume." 

The accompanying table of contents shows the arrange- 
ment and scope of the List ; it commences with works 
clasped as " General/' containing the history, development, 
and use of armour and weapons ; the succeeding classes or 
subjects illustrated are arranged in alphabetical order. 

Details, such as descriptions of special portions of armour 
not named in this table of contents, will be found by 
reference to the works classed as " General," p. 7. 

The titles of the books have been in most cases abbre- 
viated ; where a work is useful for the illustration of more 
than one special subject, the brief title has generally been 
repeated instead of giving a cross reference.
